THE COST OF RELIEF WORK 


Information given in the House of 
Commons shows that under the unemploy- 
ment relief legislation $70,472,832 was 
spent.in giving employment to 334,301 
persons. The total number of man-days 
worked was 7,415,975. It thus cost the 
country $10 per day to provide the work. 
But the men who did the work got $2.40 
per day, taking the wages paid on the 
trans-Canada highway as a standard; or a 
total of eighteen millions out of the sev- 
enty. 

There would seem to be room here for 
a good deal of explanation. It is quite 
understandable that not all the money 
spent in relief work does or can go as 
wages. But when three-quarters of the 
money spent goes elsewhere than to those 
who are given work, the amount of assist- 
ance does not appear to be in line with the 
cost, by a wide margin. 


ALLAKAKET HOLDS THE RECORD 


“And some have greatness thrust upon 
them.” The hamlet of Allakaket, on the 
Koyukuk river, somewhere up in Alaska, 
has attained distinction. It was 82 degrees 
below zero there Sunday week. Henceforth 
that town is on the map, and a hundred 
million people who never heard of it be- 
fore, and might otherwise have gone to 
their graves in ignorance of its existence, 
will remem Ler it—and shiver. 

Now we know where those cold nor’- 
westers céme from. No longer can Ed- 
monton be blamed when southern Alberta 
gets a chill, nor Medicine Hat be libelled 
throughout the central States as the 
source of the blizzards which sweep down 
from the international boundary. The 
headquarters and breeding-ground of these 
climatic monstrosities is Allakaket, on the 
Koyukuk river, in the United States terri- 
tory of Alaska. It has hung out a recor 
that is unchallenged and unenvied—S82 be- 
low zero. 


NO MORE SUNDAY CONES 
An Edmcaton merchant has >--2 fined 
for selling an ice cream cone on Sunday 
which the purchaser chose to eat some- 
where else than on the premises. Yet the 
selling of ice cream cones on Sunday for 
consumption on the streets has been a 
thriving business every summer for man: 
years past. If the fine imposed upon this 
offender had been collected each time the 
offence was committed last summer, the 
proceeds would be enough to pay the first 
instalment on the year's city taxes. 
Evidently there has been.a change in 
the attitude of the authorities on the sub- 
ject of enforcing the law in this regard 
That being the case, it was proper that the 
first man to be haled into court was let off 
with the minimum penalty. But in prose- 
cuting him the authorities have pledged 
themselves to prosecute an, and al: others 
who commit the like offence. The public 
and the merchants should make note of 
that fact, and remember it when the mo- 
toring season opens once again.

ALBERTA’S COAL PRODUCTION 


The output of Alberta's coal mines was 
down last year 1,200,000 tons from the 
figure of the year before, and two and a 
half million tons from the peak year pro- 
duction, Of 316 mines operated at some 
time during the year, only 271 were work- 
ing when the year ended

mining industry, and explain why Alberta 
miners have been sharing to the full the 
hardships incidental to the times 
But there is a suggestion also that the 
conditions were not altogether or perhaps 
mainly due to the times.

MUSSOLINI ON PARLIAMENTS 


Mussolini, the phenomenally efficient 
director general of Italian affairs, argues 
in a recently published article that parlia- 
ments are too slow in their action to keep 
pace with the swiftly changing events in 
this high-speed age. 

Certainly nobody is better qualified to 
discuss the shortcomings of democratic 
institutions than Benito. He has reduced 
the parliament of Italy to a rubber stamp, 
and given the country more energetic 
leadership than it was getting from his 
predecessors. 

The trouble about his theory is that not 
every dictator is a Mussolini; and that 
when a dictator happens to be incapable 
or dishonest he is harder to get rid of than 
an incapable or corrupt government hold- 
ing office at the pleasure of the public. 

An added difficulty is that not every 
branch of the human family is tempera- 
mentally constructed to give willing sub- 
mission to a dictator. Benito may think it 
illogical and foolish, but there really are 
nations which prefer to govern themselves 
badly than to be governed well by an ar- 
bitrary ruler. 

It is to be gathered from his article 
that the Duce has no notion of relaxing his 
grip and allowing democracy to function in 
Italy. That may be good for Italy, and sa- 
tisfactory to the Italians. In most other 
countries in the western world an an- 
nouncement of that kind would start a re- 
bellion. Suppose, for instance, Premier 
Bennett were to tell it to the people of 
Canada?

In a_ report, City Engineer A. W 
Haddow pointed out that it would be 
wise to discontinue gas service to this 
particular area for a period of at least | 
two years, as the ground had been; 
subs ding. This fact would probably 
result in breaks in the gas lines, he 
said 

Pipes could be safety laid after sub- 
sidence haa discontinued, he declared, 
adding that at present the frost in the 
ground caused cracks in the earth, 
this cleavage in turn breaking the gas 
pipes | 

Continuous odorization of gas might | 
overcome the difficulty, providing, as 
it does, a warning smell of escaping 
gas, said the engineer, On the other 
hand there was danger of the house 
being unoccupied when the break oc- 
curred, with a resulting explosion 
when resident reiurned 

Asked whether residents would be 
awakened in the night by the smell of 
escaping gas, Mr. Haddow said he 
could not definitely say 

Representing the affected residents, | 
A. W. Allbrignt suggested odorization
